1. The preliminary amendment filed on March 30, 2004, has been entered. 
Claims 1-8 are pending. 

2. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The Nardelli patent (4,405,412) is directed to a method for 
the removal of copper contamination from a tin plating bath. The Murayama 
patent (5,510,014) is directed to a method for regenerating a tin or tin alloy 
electroplating bath. The Uzoh et al patent (6,406,608) is directed to the addition of 
plating solution to plating baths. The Belongia et al patent (6,596,148) is directed 
to the regeneration of plating baths. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior 
art of record shows that the regeneration of plating baths, including alloy plating 
baths, is known. However, the prior art does not teach or suggest a process for 
recycling a plating solution which includes the steps of preparing an alloy plating 
solution with two kinds of metallic materials which differ in electrode potential, the 
metallic materials being co-deposited on a conductive member, and removing 
substantially all of one of the metallic members from the solution to prepare a 
single metal plating solution.
